Dr. Windthorst, replying, again pointed out 
that a propor inte: ion, of the Constitution 
was wt variango, with tho Chaneollor’s idens of 
political oconotay policy, . 

Princo Bismark, xhing abruptly. retorted : 
Ln the Constitution il ix plainly’ sot forth, that 
the Einporor fixes tho offoctive strongth of the 
army. If the Reichstag should mot grant those 
means for tho army which wo consider necessary, 
the King of Prussia yonld still have the re- 
source of appoaling with overy confidence to the 
Prussian Diet, which would, n0 doubt, grant the 
required routs.” Ailding next to attacks on 
his economic policy, Bimarel said that tho fact 
that the national prosprity had.advanced by it 
conld not bo disposed uf by denials. In cou- 
eluding he said: “[ftho Governmont finds it 
cannot got on with thopresent Reichstag, cor: 
tainly itwill not abandon constitutional grounds 
in dissolving the body."
